In 1943, Council Pledges 


THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL'S STATEMENT 


Following is text of the declara- 
tion by the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor on 
the 1943 war production program: 

War production must be vastly 
increased in 1943. WPB Chairman 
Donald Nelson has announced that 
it will be necessary to double the 
1942 quotas of war materials this 
year so that the new military plans 
of the united nations can be exe- 
cuted successfully. 

Labor accepts its part of the re- 
sponsibility for making good on 
this tremendous program willingly. 
We know it will be no easy task. 
But we believe it is a grave mistake 
for government officials or anyone 
else to magnify the difficulties un- 
necessarily. 


We must remember that many 
important factors are in our 
favor and augur well for the 
future months. In the first 
place, some of our largest in- 
dustries did not get into full 
swing on war production until 
last spring or summer because 
of delays in converting their 
plants and machinery from a 
peace-time basis to war work. 
This phase is now over. 

Further delays were encountered 
because of shortages of materials. 
Partly because these materials were 
not on hand in the right place at 
the right time. This serious ob- 
stacle to efficient production has 
now been largely removed through 
a new system of allocation of ma- 
terials introduced by the war pro- 
duction board. 

New processes have been devel- 
oped to speed up production. This 
is especially true of planes and 
shipbuilding. These new methods 
are rapidly being extended through 
war industry and will help to step 
up the total output. Also, many 
new plants and factories have been 
completed during the past few 
months and will serve to expand 
production of vital materials. 


All of these factors must be con- 
sidered in their full significance. 
But even more important is the fact 
that the men and women whose 
hands operate and guide our indus- 
trial machinery are better organ- 
ized today to do the job than they 
were a year ago 

No general would think of send- 
ing an untrained and unorganized 
army into battle against the enemy. 
Our military leaders insist on giv- 
the boys in uniform many 
months of drill and special training 
before they consider them ready 
for active duty on the battle fronts. 

In the same way, though to a 
lesser degree, the experience gained 
during the past year will be of 
great benefit to the nation’s army 
of production soldiers and will help 
perform their tasks more» 
efficiently. 

There is no question that 
labor relations as a whole have 
improved considerably since 
Pearl harbor. Workers and man- 
agement are cooperating for 
maximum production to a wider 
extent than ever before in the 
nation’s history. Progress has 
been achieved because both 
sides have been more willing to 
put aside their own selfish in- 
terests and to unite on a single 
objective of turning out more 
and more goods. Labor-man- 
agement committees have as- 
sisted in bringing together the 
viewpoints of workers and em- 
ployers and solving many per- 
sonnel and operational prob- 
lems. Some of the nation’s out- 
standing industrial executives 
freely and publicly acknow- 
ledge that their amazing pro- 
duction gains could not have 
been achieved without the valu- 
able suggestions and eager co- 
operation of their workers and 
the union that represents them. 

Furthermore, in several im- 
portant industries, wages and 
working conditions have been 
stabilized on a fair basis, there- 
by removing many past causes 


or disputes. 
During 1942 American workers 
for the most part lived up to 


labor’s pledge to the president that 
production would not be delayed 
by strikes. Time lost due to strikes 
and lockouts was reduced to a tiny 
fraction of time worked. Consid- 
ering how upset conditions were 
and the vast changes that took 
place from month to month, labor's 
no-strike record in 1942 was indeed 
remarkable. And we are deter- 
mined as part of our duty to the 
nation and to the workers we repre- 
sent, to see to it that such improve 
ment comes to pass in the months 
ahead 

Of course, there are pessimists 
who become quickly discouraged 
by the magnitude of the tasks be- 
fore us. And there are those who 
have no rea) faith in the processes 
of democracy. These are the first 
to demand that we discard the 
voluntary methods which bring re- 
sults in a democracy and to urge 
the substitution of force and com-

pulsion and regimentation. These 
are the voices that call loudest for 
drafting labor and freezing all 
labor conditions and other danger- 
ous experiments—dangerous to war 
effort and dangerous to our basic 
American freedoms. 

Labor sees no justification for 
such misadventures into the unex- 


plored fields of desperation. After 


all, it is the men and women of 
labor who will be called on to do 
the work. They are not frightened 
or intimidated by the bigness of 


the job that has to be done. They | 


say: “give us the tools, give us the 
materials and we'll deliver the 
goods.” 

Our army of production soldiers 
made good last year. They will do 
even better this year if they are 
just given a fair chance. 

We pledge that the trade unions 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor will do everything 
in their power to fulfill and even 
exceed America’s war production 
goals for 1943.

HEAD EXPLAINS KAISER 
SHIPYARDS TROUBLE 


John P. Frey, in Condemning NLRB Move, Says 
Our War Effort Will Be Sabotaged By 
Challenging A. F. of L. Contract 


John P. Frey, president of the | 
AFL metal trades department, | potentially dangerous development 
bluntly and to the point character- | by the president through exercising 


ized the present move of the NLRB 
in challenging the present contract 
between the west coast metal trades 
and the shipyards as a move that 
would sabotage our war effort and 
elate the axis powers, at a meeting 
before the industrial relations sec- 
tion of the San Francisco Common- 
wealth club at the St. Francis 
hotel, Monday, January 26. 


The A. F. of L. metal trades 
head traced the development of 
the NLRB and the struggle of 
the A. F. of L. to clean it of 
those elements whose loyalty 
and patriotism were more than 
open to the question. That the 
NLRB should dare at this time 
to upset the present stabilized 
employer-employe relations ex- 
isting in the west coast ship- 
yards was an alarming indica- 
tion, Frey stated, and these 
elements still wield a tremen- 
dous influence. In condemn- 
ing the whole procedure, he 
exclaimed “I have to pinch my- 
self to really see if I’m awake!”

Relief could be granted to this 


his authority under his executive 
order 9240 to dismiss the NLRB’s 
authority, or through congressional 
action which would be a much 
longer process and therefore im- 
practicable. 


The strong impression Frey made 
on his listeners was reflected in 
the headlines of the afternoon 
newspapers, which bannered his 
announcement that the A. F. of L. 
unions were not going to permit the 
connivance of certain un-American 
elements in the NLRB and the CIO 
to jeopardize the critically urgent 
needs of ship production. As the 
A. F. of L. is fighting this disrup- 
tive move with all of its might, he 
declared that there was still greater 
force in the A. F. of L. that will be 
mobilized in the protection of its 
interests.

ABOUT YOUR INCOME TAX 


(This is one of a series of articles prepared by the treasury department, bureau of 


internal revenue, for labor unions and its members. 


lished each week.) 


No, 4—FORM OF RETURN 


Persons subject to the federal in- 
come tax must report their income 
to the government on forms, or 
blanks, prescribed by regulations. 
These forms are obtainable from 
any collector of internal revenue, 
and generally from any bank. Spe- 
cial forms are designated for cor- 
porations, for partnerships, for 
trusts and fiduciaries, and for non- 
resident aliens. Farmers who keep 
no books of account on the accrual 
method must attach a_ special 
schedule to their return (Form 
1040F). For individuals, two forms 
are used, depending upon the 
amount and source of income to be 
reported 

Form 1040. This form is intended 
for general use of individuals who 
are citizens of the United States, or 
residents in this country, whether 
citizens or not. It contains spaces 
to show the amount of income from 
various sources, deductions allow- 
able, exemptions and credits, and 
computation of tax liability. As 
most of the items require some ex- 
planation in order to be allowable, 
the form also contains appropriate 
schedules to show in more detail 
how the income or the deductions 
are determined. 

Form 1040A. This is a simplified 
report, which may, at the option of 
the taxpayer who makes his return 
on the cash basis, be filed instead 
of form 1040 by citizens and resi- 
dents whose gross income was 


$3,000 or less during 1942, provided | 


all this income consists wholly of 
one or more of the following: sal- 
ary, wages, dividends, interest, or 
annuities. In using this form it is 
necessary only to enter the amount 
of gross income as shown, deduct 
the credit allowable for dependents, 
and insert the appropriate amount 
of tax in accordance with one's per- 
sonal exemption status, as shown 
on the reverse of the form. This 
form has no entries for deductions 
allowable, since the taxes indicated

in the table on the back of the form 
are computed after taking into ac- 
count what have been considered 
average deductions for persons of 
this income class. 

A taxpayer should, therefore, con- 
sider carefully which form would 
be appropriate for his purposes. 
Whichever form is employed, all 
the information called for in the 
spaces should be inserted so far as 
applicable to the taxpayer, in order 
to avoid the expense to the govern- 
ment, and the possible inconveni- 


ence to the taxpayer, of subsequent | 


check and inquiry. 

With each return form is a set of 
accompanying instructions, and 
these instructions should be care- 
fully read by the taxpayer before 
making his return. 

Returns for the cadendar year 
1942 must be filed not later than 
; March 15, 1943. They may be filed 
; by mailing to the collector of in- 
ternal revenue of the appropriate 
district in which is located the le- 
gal residence or principal place of 
business of the taxpayer. If the re- 
turn is filed by mailing, it should 
be posted in ample time to reach 
the collector’s office on or before 
March 15, 1948. Returns received 
| later than the due date are subject 
to a penalty variable according to 
the lateness in filing.

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Petrillo Turns On Accusers 


MUSICIANS’ CHIEF TELLS SOLONS HE’S 
MORE SINNED AGAINST THAN SINNING 


James C. Petrillo, president of the American Federation of 
Musicians, who has been hounded by the press and radio, and 
by Thurman Arnold, assistant attorney general, turned the 
guns on his accusers. 

Petrillo has been under fire since last August when, on in- 
structions of his union, he ordered all members to stop playing 
for ' ‘juke boxes" and recordings until the companies making 

“canned music”’ agreed to a plan to stop the wholesale slaughter 
of the jobs of “‘live’’ musicians. 

In the interval, he has been pictured as a ruthless czar, flout- 
ing the interests of the American people. Arnold has tried des- 
perately, but without success so far, to indict Petrillo as a 
violator of the Sherman anti-trust act. 

Stampeded Congress 

Arnold led the ‘smear’ of Petrillo and almost stampeded 
congress to ‘crack down" on the musicians’ chief.

Under a plan worked out by 
labor unions and management, the 
first specific labor stabilization 
program aimed at pirating of labor 
in gulf shipyards went into effect 
recently, 

Employers are directed not to 
solicit, interview or hire any per- 
son engaged or recently employed 
at war work unless the worker 
presents written permission to make 
the change from his former em- 
ployer or 
ment service, 

A worker desiring to make a 
change must ask his employer fur 
a release, and applications must be 
acted upon within 24 hours. If the 
worker is not satisfied with the 
decision, he may appeal to the em- 


ployment service, then to the 
regional manpower commission’s 
office.

during a war or other national 
emergency and for six months after 
its termination; would lengthen the 
maximum working hours for wo- 
men from the present 8—hour day, 
48-hour week, to a 10-Hour day and 
60-hour week; would permit minors 
under sixteen years of age to work 
a 10-hour day and a 54-hour week, 
and to work without any prohibi- 
tion during the hours before 5 
a. m. and after 10 p. m.; would 
double the present limit of 25 
pounds which women are permitted 
to lift; and all of these bills would 
absolutely forbid the industrial 
interfere 
with these provisions in any way. 


Regardless of the efforts that 
have been made to word these 
bills as innocuously as pos- 
sible, their intent to under- 
mine the labor unions in this 
state is even too plain to re- 
quire a second reading.: The 
few provisions in these bills 
which are not obnoxious are en- 
tirely superfluous and were put 
in only as a decoy to the un- 
suspecting. That legislation of 
such a class nature could be in- 
troduced at a time when the 
unions are doing such an ad- 
mirable job in behalf of the 
war effort, and when their no- 
strike record is without blem- 
ish, should prove to every sin- 
cere employer and citizen that 
there is a clique of men in our 
state legislature who cannot be 
satisfied with anything short of 
a civil war and that they are 
apparently set on trying to 
bring such a grave event about.
